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The  Cosford  Rura,!  District  is  entirely  agricultural  in  character 
vd-th  arable  farming  predominating,  and  ?/ith  no  heavy  industries.  Some  light 
industries  are  established  in  the  larger  villages  and  these,  together  with 
farming  and  building  work,  provide  employment  v/ithin  the  District,  but  a 
large  proportion  of  the  working  population  commutes  to  the  heighbouring 
towns  of  Sudbury,  Ipsv/ich,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  and  Colchester. 


The  continued  Covei-nment  emphasis  on  reconditioning  of  substanda,rd 
dvfellings  since  the  passing  of  the  Housing  Act,  19^9  has  resulted  in 
considerable  additional  work  arising  from  applications  for  grant  aid. 


Eurther  impetus  and  additional  incentive  has  been  given  to  the 
improvement  of  older  houses  by  the  Council’ s decision  to  terminate  the  pail 
closet  emptying  service.  This  service  has  been  operating  throughout  the 
district  since  I96I  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  Cosford  is  the  only 
district,  in  this  locality  at  any  rate,  where  such  a comprehensive  service 
has  been  provided. 
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YlfATER  SUPPLY 


The  whole  of  the  Rural  District  is  served  by  a public  water  supply 
operated  by  the  ‘'  est  Suffolk  Water  Board,  Linden  House,  147  Kings  Road,  Bury 
St,  Edmunds.  (Tel  No:  Bury  St.  Edmunds  226l) , 

The  supply  serving  most  of  the  Cosford  Rural  District  is  derived 
from  boreholes  400  feet  deep  in  the  chalk  substrata  at  Semer.  All  water  is 
chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station  to  give  a chlorine  residual  of  0.15  parts 
per  million  after  which  it  is  p\amped  to  the  Nedging  Tye  vifater  tower  from 
whence  it  is  piped  into  the  distribution  mains.

Analyst's  Remarks:-  "This  water'  is  of  a very 
good  organic  quality  and  there  is  no  evidence 
of  any  chemical  pollution.  After  the  iron 
has  been  removed,  this  water  should  be  virell 
adapted  to  the  purposes  of  a public  supply". 


A detailed  report  of  the  activities  of  the  West  Suffolk  Water  Board 
is  made  annually  by  that  Authority.

I have  appended  hereto  various  schedules  which  give  a complete 
picture  of  the  details  in  respect  of  all  the  parishes  in  the  district. 

So  far  as  V'hatfield  is  concerned,  you  will  note  that  this  scheme  is 
shovm  as  being  "in  course  of  construction",  but  completion  of  the  v/orks  to 
enable  them  to  be  brought  into  use  was  accepted  on  31st  December,  1970  althou^ 
many  incidental  works  were  still  being  carried  out.  This  particular  scheme  was 
prepared  and  carried  through  by  the  Council's  own  staff. 

Other  schemes  have  been  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers, 
Messrs  Lemon  and  Blizard, 

The  scheme  for  Preston  St,  Mary  shown  as  being  in  course  of  preparation 
is  also  being  prepared  by  the  Council' s ovm.  staff. 

Routine  maintenance  of  all  the  Virorks,  both  main  works,  and  small  works, 
and  ancillary  pumphouses,  has  been  carried  out  by  5 men  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Sewage  Vorks  Super intendant  and  it  is  to  the  credit  of  these  men  that 
the  works  have  been  well  maintained  and  produce  effluents  which  keep  relations 
with  the  River  Authorities  at  a highly  satisfactory  level.  In  addition  to 
nomal  maintenance  the  men  are  prepared  v/illingly  and  v/ithout  complaint  to 
carry  out  various  structural  v^orks  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  sev/age  w'orks 
and  I am  more  than  pleased  to  have  such  men  working  with  me. 

It  is  also  of  interest  to  note  the  proposals  for  the  reorganisation  of 
the  Bildeston  Sewage  Works  vdll  incorporate  provision  for  dealing  with  cesspool 
contents  and  a sludge  pressing  plant.  This  vdll  alleviate  the  difficulties 
encountered  in  the  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  and  the  partially  dried  sludge 
from  the  present  drying  beds.

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PUBLIC  CLEANS  I N G- 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  vehicle  employed  on  refuse  collection  is  a Dennis  Paxit  IIIA. 
This  is  a 35  cu.yd,  vehicle  equipped  vvith  hydraulic  compression  mechanism, 
and  came  into  use  on  1st  April,  I966,  It  is  manned  by  a crew  of  three  and 
maintains  a collection  at  a frequency  of  once  per  vreek  in  the  villages  of 
Bildeston,  Boxford,  Lavenham  and  Brett  Creen,  Layham,  and  once  per  fortnight 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  District.  Regular  overtime  is  worked  by  the 
refuse  collection  team  and  amounts  to  an  average  of  10  hours  per  week. 
Routine  servicing  of  the  vehicle  is  carried  out  by  Messrs  B.  A.  Taylor  and 
Co.,  Bildeston,  every  fortnight  (at  weekends),  and  Planned  Maintenance 
inspection  of  the  vehicle  is  carried  out  at  regular  six  monthly  intervals 
by  a specialised  mechanic. 

A kerbside  system  of  collection  is  worked  whereby  householders  are 
required  to  put  dustbins  at  the  kerb  for  collection.  In  the  case  of  persons 
who  are  aged  or  infirm  arrangements  are  made  for  the  dustbin  to  be  collected 
from  the  rear  of  the  premises. 


All  normal  household  refuse  collected  is  taken  to  a Pulveriser 
Plant  at  Croat  ^Thelnetham  ovmed  and  operated  by  Thingoe  R.D.C.,  and, after 
pulverisation,  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  methods  in  an  old  railway  cutting 
adjacent  to  the  plant.  Payment  is  made  to  Thingoe  R.D.C.  at  the  rate  of 
<£1.50  per  ton. 

j^arger  items  of  refuse  are  taken  to  a disused  gra,vel  pit  at  Rod  Hill, 
Aldham  by  arra,ngement  with  Hadleigh  Urban  District  Council  for  a payment  of 
£1  per  load. 

It  is  likely  that,  in  the  near  future,  some  difficulty  may  be 
encoimtered  in  disposing  of  the  large  items  of  refuse  owing  to  the  lack  of 
disposal  facilities  in  the  a.rea. 
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I! 

A weekly  pail-closet  emptying  service  operates  in  those  parts  of  the  j 
District  not  served  by  a public  sewer.  The  service  is  carried  out  under  'i 
contract  by  Messrs  Purle  ’’aste  Disposal  Ltd.,  of  Cembridge.  Since  the  j 
service  was  instituted  in  19^1 , it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  : 
the  number  of  pails  emptied  weekly  has  gone  down  from  85O  to  240.  |: 


Ihe  Council  also  operates  a cesspool  emptying  service.  Until  July 
of  1970,  the  vehicle  used  was  a 750  gallon  capacity  "Dennis”  cesspool 
emptied  v/hich  has  been  replaced  by  a 1,500  gallon  "Yorkshire"  emptier  on  a 
Leyland  Laird  chassis  in  order  tho,t  the  increase  in  work  load  may  be  dealt 
with.  One  "free"  emptying  per  house  is  allowed,  thereafter  the  service  is 
charged  for.

The  use  of  the  larger  tanker  allows  far  more  vrork  to  be  carried  out 
on  the  maintenance  of  the  smaller  sewage  works. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  is  by  spreading  on  agricultural  land, 
but  sites  siaitable  for  all-the-year  round  use  are  sca.rce,  and  the  number  of 
farmers  who  are  prepared  to  accept  this  material  on  their  land  gets  fewer. 

In  consequence,  the  Council  has  given  instruction  to  their  Consulting 
Engineers  that  when  the  works  are  enlarged  to  cater  for  the  villages  of 
Uitcham  and  Chels\.orth  the  new  sew-ige  disposal  works  at  Bildeston  shall  also 
make  provision  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  cesspool  contents. 

Various  experiments  on  septic  tank  liquor  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  to  ascertain  the  best  method  to  be  adopted  to  axheive  this  objective. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  this  form  of  disposal  should  be  made  available  wdth 
the  minimum  of  delay  in  order  to  avoid  brealedown  of  the  cesspool  emptying 
service. 
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Tho  Cosford  Rura,l  District  Council  has  limited  delogatod  pov^rers  only, 
and  the  'i''.'est  Suffolk  County  Council,  Shire  Hall,  Bury  St,  Edmunds, 

(Tel  No:  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  228l)  is  the  Local  Flaming  Authority  under  the 
Act.  iill  applications  for  development  v/ithin  the  Rural  District  are  submitted 
to  the  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  and  are  considered  by  the  Council’ s 
Planning  Committee  whose  recommendation  is  taken  into  account  by  the  County 
Planning  Department.  Contraversial  applic.ations  are  referred  to  the  Sudbury 
Area  Planning  Committee  v^hich  meets  monthly.  During  1970,  305  applications 
were  made  for  Planning  consent,  of  these  231  were  approved,  59  refused  and  15 
were  either  withdrawn  or  no  decision  v/as  issued,  (see  table  below). 

In  January,  I968  a report  entitled  "Rura-l  Planning  in  West  Suffolk" 
was  issued  by  the  County  Planning  Officer,  Mr.  James  M.  Corst.  This  report 
la,ys  down  the  principles  of  Rural  Planning  as  seen  by  the  County  Planning 
Authority  and  gives  details  of  the  likely  growth  of  this,  and  other  Rural 
Districts  in  West  Suffolk  up  to  1981,  The  report  is  also  concerned  with  the 
desirability  of  the  preservation  3,nd  conservation  of  the  character  of  the 
countryside  of  Vi/est  Suffolk  and  its  historic  villages  and  lays  doTm  the 
Planning  principles  which  must  be  adopted  to  achieve  this  aim,  A further 
comprehensive  report  "West  Suffolk  Rural  Planning  Pa,rt  2"  has  now  been  issued 
seeking  to  classify  villages  and  endeavouring  to  forecast  future  growth  and 
development ,

The  routine  inspection  of  plans  under  the  Building  Regulations  is  a 
very  time  consuming  part  of  the  work  of  the  department  and  I have  set  out 
below  a table  shov\Q.ng  the  number  of  applications  received  and  dealt  with  during 
the  year. 

Figures  do  not  give  a true  picture  of  the  work  involved  as  one 
application  may  include  several  different  types  of  houses  on  a particular  site. 
The  issue  of  a decision  in  very  many  cases  involves  lengthy  discussions  or 
lettersto  applicants  in  order  to  obtain  a satisfactory  solution  to  various 
problems , 

In  addition  to  the  checking  of  plans,  the  Regulations  also  require 
repeated  visits  to  the  sites  whilst  v^rork  is  in  progress  to  check  various  stages 


of  construction,  often  at  comparatively  short  notice.

No  public  svd.nning  bath  is  provided  within  Cosford  Rural  District, 
but  a nevr  heated  in-door  pool  is  being  constructed  by  Hadleigh  Urban  District 
Council  which  should  be  in  operation  during  the  sunner  of  1971. 

An  open-air  heated  pool  is  available  at  Sudbury  and  there  are  heated 
in-door  pools  at  Ipsv/ich, 

Monks  j^leigh  Primary  School  is  provided  ydth  an  open-air  "Purley" 
pool  and  Boxford  Primary  School  has  a larger  heated  covered  pool,  both  of 
which  are  used  solely  for  educational  piarposes.  In  both  cases  the  water  is 
circulated,  filtered  and  chlorinated. 


SCHOOLS 


There  are  now  9 village  schools  in  the  District,  and  all  are 
supplied  with  water  from  public  mains.  The  schools  at  Bildeston,  Boxford, 
Lavenhaa,  Kersey  and  Monks  Aleigh,  ha,ve  water-closets  connected  to  public 
sevyers.  The  schools  at  Cockfield,  Polstead,  Elmsett  and  ^'<hatfiold  have 
water-closets  connected  to  cesspools.  The  school  at  Ahatfield  will  be 
connected  to  a public  sewer  early  in  1971. 

All  schools  are,  therefore,  now  provided  with  water-closet  systems. 
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FOOD  MD  DRUGS  INSPECTION 


All  milk  sold  in  the  District  is  "Sterilised"  "Pasteurised"  or  "Tuberculin- 
Tested  (Pasteurised)",  Two  nilk  Distributors  operate  fron  premises  at  Boxford, 
and  Hitchar.1,  but  no  loose  milk  is  handled. 

Ice  Cream 

No  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream, 

44  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  only  of  pre-packed  ice  cream. 

Mobile  vans  operate  in  the  District  but  are  based  outside  it.  These  are 
inspected  fron  time  to  tine  but,  in  genera,!,  give  little  cause  for  complaint. 


Slaughterhouses  and  Moat  Inspection 

^o  slaughtering  is  now  carried  out  at  any  premises  in  the  District  and 
local  butchers  obtain  their  supplies  from  meat  wholesalers.
